Mr. Wang Ching-wei has been 
forestalled by certain reports 
from Tokyo where, with every 
appearance of verisimilitude, it 
was suggested that China was 
changing her front and develop- 
ing a strong leaning towards a 
closer entente with Japan. 
Although the Tokyo reports con- 
tained other suggestions of the 
sententious or tendentious kind 
Wwhich threw a considerable 
strain on the reader's credulity, 
the general idea of a Sino-Japan- 
ese rapprochement following the 
‘Tangku Truce was plainly in 
accord with the ordinary 
dictates of commonsense.

Tt 
would be unfair to call upon the 
Prophets to make ton early a 
delivery of the “goods.”

tions regarding the evaporation 
of funds collected for General 
Ma Chan-shan and the Nin- 
teenth Route Army have  de- 
finitely discouraged national 
thoughts in such directions, Mr. 
Soong and his colleagues know 
that they have to do daily battle 
with the Old Adam eyen in their 
administration of civil _affai 
‘The Finance Minister's firmness 
in setting up definite machinery 
for dealing with the $50 million 
commodity loan has been inspir- 
ed by a shrewd appreciation of 
the nature of certain ingenuous 
inquiries regarding that Joan.

A JAPANESE MYTH 
Sept. 13. 
An anti-Japanese campaign is 
afoot in Great Britain and 
spired by the British Govern- 
ment, according to the recent 








observations of the “Nichi 
Nichi” of Shanghai. This com- 
ment ig not surprising. It re- 


flects closely the sort of argu- 
ment which is being frequently 
encountered in Japanese new: 
Papers. However unjustified it 
may seem in British eyes it 
should not evoke extravagant 





resentment. Over the world to- 
day the stimulus of national 
enthusiasm is so frequently 


secured by direction of animos- 
ity against some foreign nation 
that, even if Japan’s deduction is 
faulty, it need not be attributed 
entirely to malicious perversity. 
British mentality is often in 
need of clear interpretation 
abroad. Putting Russia on one 
side—and even there marked 
modifications have occurred. of 
late—it may be said that in 
Great Britain very little zeno- 
phobia is discernible in the Pres: 














‘There are the “stunt” displays 
of sudden if precarious affection 





‘for certain countries by those| 
creatures of ever-abiding joy, 
Lord Beaverbrook and. Lord 
Rothermere. There are the acid 
observations directed by the 
progressively intellectual Press 
against nations whieh are in- 
clined to favour fascism or its 
imitations. Asa general rule, 
however, the British Press is 
disinclined to. indulge in 
hostility to any foreign country. 
‘There are fitful attacks on cer- 
tain aspects of certain Govern 
ments’ policy in certain journals, 
They are a3 likely as not to be 
countered by equally strong 
championship in rival journals, 
so the two sides cancel them- 
selves out. No foreign Govern- 
ment can flatter itself that it 
attracts such profound animos- 
ity from a British journal as Mr. 
Ramsay MacDonald's Govern- 
ment secures from the “Morning 
Post” and the “Daily Herald,” 
taking their time from the right 

ind left respeetively. This does| 
not imply that the British Press. 
is not as other men are. It may. 
indeed be another example of 
that irritating self-satisfaction 
which, when Geneva thinks fit to 
compile an index expurgatorius 
of national faults, may be high 
up on the British record. 

At the present time the chief 
preoccupation of Great Britain 
is trade. In that regard atten- 
tion has vividly been called to 
the fierce competition created by 
the great increase in Japanese 
imports. The problem has been 
examined with exceeding frank- 
ness and corrective fiseal 1eme- 
dies have been freely proposed. 
‘The exposition has, however, 
seldom carried any ’ animosity. 
On the contrary, admiration for 
Japanese efficiency and enter- 
prise is clearly to be perceived 
in many of the comments made. 
It is true that the forthcoming 
Simla Conference has for its 
origin a feeling that the problem 
is so delicate and so disturbing 
to friendly relations between the 
three countries that special con- 
tacts are required. But the mere 
fact that that Conference has 
been arranged should discourage 
the belief that an 
Japanese” campaign is ampng 
the activities of the British 
Government. And it is satis- 
factory to note that, now the 
Japanese delegates are well on 
their way to Simla, the tone of 
certain organs of the Japanese 
Press which were engaged in an 









































extensive attack on British 
poliey—to use no stronger 
phrase—has markedly improved. 





It is still to be regretted that 
the stringent control exercised 
by the Japanese authorities over 
the Press in Japan appears to 
give the special indulgence of 
‘Tokyo to the unscrupulous out- 
bursts of Rash Bihari Bose— 
anarchist and “wanted” murder- 
er—and = Mahendra Pratap— 
traitor and spy. There may 
however be peculiar reasons 
for this apparent complacency 
and the point need not be 
pressed at’ this moment. Nor is 
it necessary to do more than 
regret the disservice to. Anglo- 
Japanese friendship rendered by 
the amazing broadcasts of Mi 
Matsuoka on his return from his 
world tour. Mr. Matsuoka’s 
attacks ona friendly nation 
have painfully surprised his 
friends in England and China, 

It is greatly to be hoped that 
the authorities at Tokyo and Lon- 
don will be able to remove mis- 
understandings regarding their 
respective policies. British sup- 
port of the League's adoption of 
the Lytton Commission's findings 

disappointing to 
it should not havé 
been surprising to any respon- 
sible Japanese Minister. How 
far that development has helped 
to create the idea that Great 
Britain is hostile to Japan and 
‘carrying on an active demonetra- 
tion of hostility can only be 
surmised. What are the plain 
facts? Rightly or wrongly, 
Japan took in Manchuria a 
course of action which she has 
justified to her own people but 
which she has not been able to 
square with other nations’ views 
of the obligations of their 
adherence to the Covenant: 
Great Britain could not have 
endorsed Japanese actions in 
Manchuria without exposing 
herself to charges which— 
putting the matter on the lowest 
ground of -expediency—would 
have been exceedingly em- 
barrassing in other fields of 



















policy. The decision was taken| 
with great regret and any 
student of the British Press will 


agree that it was hailed with 
considerable " sympathy for 
Japan. Perhaps Tokyo may 


have been struck on occasior by. 
the apparent emphasis laid by 
‘certain foreign opinion in China 
on the Japanese case, but Tokyo 
can hardly be unaware that’ 
local views of that kind are 
likely to be misleading for they 
‘cannot possibly take into account 
the larger implications which 
must be before the British 
Foreign Office in determining 
British official actions. In short, 
there has been a direct depar- 
ture by Tokyo from the generally | 
accepted policy inspired by the 
Washington Resolutions. British 
inability to follow suit may 
pointedly draw attention to the 
change but it can hardly be des- 
eribed as the outcome of hostility 
to Japan, especially in the light 
of the fact that no other nation 
has attempted to associate itself 
‘with that chi Recognition 
of the speci of Japan 
in the course of Far Eastern 
events and the policies arising 














from those events will be 
readily forthcoming. So far 
is consistent ‘with her 





interpretation of her obliga- 
tions Great Britain is _ still 
anxious to cooperate with Japan 
's with other Powers in the 
handling of the situation in 
China. Naturally there must be 
criticism—friendly if frank—ot 
Japanese actions which directly 
arise out of the change of, 
Tokyo's policy. In general, how- 
ever, the British aim is to en- 
courage the subsidence of the 
storms and hurricanes produced 
by-recent events in Manchuria 
and elsewhere. Japan's efforts, 
therefore, to re-establish friend: 
er and ‘more adjustable rela- 
tions with China will be gladly 
welcomed by Great Britain no 
less than by other Powers. As 
for Japan’s internal problems, 
British sympathy is as fully 
understanding as actual ex- 
perience of similar 
can make it. This world to-day 
is 0 distraught that the empty 
‘occupation of baiting other 
nations is to be deprecated by 
all responsible statesmen and 
when, as with Japan, Great 
Britain has memories of a long 
and honourable friendship, it 
becomes specially repugnant. If 
therefore the Japanese Press can 
be persuaded to abandon reck- 
less and unsubstantiated asser- 
tions for informed observation, 
it will surely be convinced that, 
apart from normal criticism of 
conditions arising out of 
Wifferent policies, the British 
attitude towards Japan is 
entirely free of animus or 
organised hostility.

The 
principal organisation charged 
with the prevention of war. is 
the League of Nations on which 
sit representatives of Govern- 
ments in whose hands the issue 
of peace or war actually lies. 
The League works not by 
stirring up hatred against exist- 
ing systems of government but 
by endeavouring to use cach 
system for the strengthening of 
the bulwarks of peace. It has 
had its setbacks and its succes- 
ses, Who can begin to believe 
that a, quasi-organisation like 
this “Anti-War Conference”, 
lacking any representative sup 
port, can do more than make mis- 
chief? And Lord Marley's 
speeches clearly suggest that 
mischief-making, in the sense of 
sabotage of present forms of gov- 
ernment, is not far removed from. 
/his associates’ minds. 

Lord Marley has objected to 
the criticism that his “con 
ference” has communist aims 
merely because one delegate 
(and only one delegate) is a 
declared communist. He can be 
presented with that argument. 
It is quite enough to quote 
own speeches in proof of his 
organisation’s tendency and of 
isdom of the Greater Muni- 
cipality of Shanghai in refusing 
to itinerant foreigners facilities 
which it would not allow to 
resident Chinese. It may seem 



















































to Lord Marley ‘an exceedingly 
intellectual hobby to discuss 
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theoretical ‘revolution—in piacé 
like “Kingsway Hall, London. 
Here in China theories are apt 
to be inextricably mixed up with 
Practice. Communism in. the 
‘Upper Yangtze, for example, is 
interpreted in terms of rapine, 
torture and bloodshed. Labour 
here is apt to put its own naive 
but disconcerting constructions 
‘on the meaning of oratory and 
argument “about it and about.” 
‘The police of all three muni- 
cipalities: risk their lives daily 
in vigilant efforts. to prevent 
Tocal communists from murder- 
ing those who venture to dis- 
agree with that sublime theory. 
Can the representatives of 
Peaceful citizens therefore be 
expected to give official cover to 
a. formal demonstration in 
favour of the creed which, more 
‘than any other, is being’ used 
just now to spread terror and 
murder in China and to under- 
mine the by, no means stable 
foundations of her government? 
‘With the down-at-heel agitator, 
in this world bemused with the 
complexities of economic disas- 
ter, there must be a sneaking 
sympathy, although sternness in 
curtailing his destructive activi- 
ties. ‘There can: really be-little, 
symipatliy for those, who- trom 
the vantage ground of social 
BPelvileges of which they take full 
efit but by scoffing at which 
they endeavour to acquire merit 
play on too readily responding 
chords merely to’ experiment in 
evolution. The Governments of 
the world are not infallible. 
Most of them are doing their 
honest best to steer their coun- 
tries safely through the present 
storm, Constructive criticism in 
correction of their efforts is to 
be applauded. An enterprise 
‘which—judging from Lord Mar- 
ley’s speeches—has for its object 
uuction of those govern- 
ind sets out by first 
nying to them any 
intelligence, sincerity of pur- 
Pose, humanity or practical 
ability, can come under only 
one deseription—rarik revolu- 
tion, For one moment lot it be so 
justified, in horri- 
Je intensification of existing 
troubles and misery which ite 
tails—then the administrations 
which it seeks to destroy eannot 
be expected to abate one jot of 
their still-possessed power to 
prevent its progress, Ineffective 
as the “Anti-War Conference” 
may be in the nominal object of 
its quest and in the organisation 
of its own coherence, it has dis- 
tinct possibilities as a fomenter 
of trouble and strife in this con- 
geries of nationalities, | this 
Welter of varying standards, of 
civilisation and outlook. Tt has 
no connection whatever with the 
desire for peace. It is simply 
an exponent, of the worst form 
‘of war—that based on class- 
hatred and racial animosity.

been" paid to the Faculty 
of Engineering. Machinery in 
some instances was presented, in 
other cases bought, until the 
equipment now available is such 
as to be a cause of pride to the

/Great Britain in this matter and. 
‘a close acquaintance with 
British standards. The method 
of instruction isthe result of 
much experience and ‘well 
calculated to give the student a 
thorough education in the sub- 
ject.

In the British Court a tale of 
misapplied talent, of stupid 
[shifts pointing inevitably to the 
jgaol, has obliquely revealed the 
of some hearts in 
‘Shanghai; likewise their re- 
issness. Seldom has there been 
so clear a revelation of the ease 
with which the trafficker in the 
arts of plausibility can extract a 
more or less living wage from 
fellow Shanghailanders. From 
the reported proceedings it is 
reasonable to infer that the 
prisoner apparently had been 
without employment for the best 
part of a year. His resour- 
ces were clearly heavily in- 
volved before he left his 
last regular post. Yet he 
ems to have been able in 
fashion or other to have 
ied on. Judging from the 
idence given, his means of 
sustenance depended on the 
readiness with which some more 
or less kindhearted Shanghai- 
lander was prepared—with or 
without the inducement of a 
“bedtime story”"—to make him # 
jsmall advance. No doubt in a 
large number of these case, the 
‘sum involved was entirely 
negligible but it is to be noted 
with some resentment that the 
generosity of American citizens 
was stimulated at the expense of 
their usual shrewdness. by the 
concoction of a tale of one of 
their fellow-countrymen in dis- 
tress, Thus patriotism working 
in several directions was  ex- 
ploited. Discovery that they 
had been hoaxed awakened in 
the victims’ minds an under 
andable desire to keep the 
matter dark. They were, 
governed by a sort of sporting 
spirit which took the view that 
if the stroke was clever erough 
to deceive them the player could 
have the stake and welcome. 
Actually this amounts to a 
direct encouragement of frau 
8 of distress begging 
turally’ more evident in the 
life of a big City than when 
prosperity rules, although the 
calt of begging as an organised 
industry must not be ruled out 
of consideration.

‘The practical view of such 
cases suggests that this attitude 
does harm to deserving sufferers 
of the slings and arrows of 
outrageous fortune. It hampers 
the charitable organisations in 
their arduous task of collecting 
funds and discriminating be- 
tween the deserving and unde- 
serving. Tt also encourages 
rascality to persevere in the 
reprehensible device of begging 
from door to door. If reference 
be made to the secretary of any 
patriotic society information 
‘will be forthcoming of a number 
of chronic cases of what 
almost be termed prof 

i For that reason the 
jous societies last year form- 
led a co-ordinating committee 
which it is hoped will enable the 
supply from 
ficence to achieve the maximuni 
result of well-directed philan- 
‘thropy. | Shanghailanders and 
especially businessmen who 
seem, contrary to the accepted 
opinion, to have the softest 
hearts, ‘should not open their 
pocket-books to casual visitors 
without the precaution — of 
making inquiry through the re- 
eognised channels, Any one of 
the patriotic societies wiil be 
able to indicate the proper 
source from which assistance can 
be invoked in such-and~such 
ease. Nor should facile excuses 
be accepted in objection to that 
suggested course of action. The 
man who pretends, for example,

A FILM TRADE PLEA 
Sept. 14. 

To the cinema industry the 
patronage of the foreigner in 
China ‘is obviously of less 
secount than the immense field 
offered in Chinese enthusiasm 
for the films. ‘The chief con- 
centration of foreign support. is 
in Shanghai, Yet here it will 
alised that the success of 2 

film ‘depends actually on_ the 
figures of Chinese attendance. 
‘That is a mere matter of arith- 











metic. It would seem moreover 
that "the Western film has 
managed to appeal to the 


Chinese with greater force than 
to Indians, for example. For 
‘Chinese drama has so long held 
a prominent place in the public 
tention and many of the prin- 

ples which it has inculcated 
for many centuries hold good in 

















application to the Western stage. 
‘The dependence of the film: 
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distributing companies on Chin- 
ese patronage and the necessity 
therefore to secure circulation 
for their films in. Chinese terri- 
tory has led to. the imposition of 
Chinese censorship on all films. 
Although legally a film shown in 
the International Settlement or 
French Concession is free of 
Chinese control, it plainly does 
not pay the distributor to confine 
its China adventures to those 
limited areas. He wants to eend 
it to Chinese territory here and 
in the interior. ‘The permission 
of the Government. cannot be 
obtained for this extended dis- 
tribution unless the film is 
subject to the censorship regula- 
tions of the Chinese Government, 
‘As the Settlement and French 
authorities also exercise a cen- 
sorship, films shown in foreign 
Shanghai, have to run two 
gauntlets. In general the deci- 
sions coincide, ‘There is a 
tendency to greater strictness 
in the Settlement and French 
Concession in examining films 
of political significance, ‘Thus 
in Greater Shanghai, theatre 
are showing Russian films which 
have been banned from the 
Settlement on account of their 
tendentious character. On the 
other hand the Chinese censors 
are probably more critical of 
films which may be consid 
to deal clumsily with relations 
between the East and West and 
others which raise issues of 
morality. The Chinese censors 
have their offices and carry out 
their duties in Nanking under 
the eye of the Government, 
Unreasonable and over 
assiduous censorship is to be 
deprecated but it may be doubt- 
ed whether any country can 
afford entirely to dispense, with 
supervision of the fare to be 
offered to the public.. In China 
the flame of popular, emotions is. 
all too ready to burst forth, 80 
the Government would probably 
be grossly to blame if it did not 
take precautions which are now 
omitted by few administrations 
—with the notable exgeption of 
the United States of America 
where, however, the industs 
itself has forestalfed offic 
action by establishing. its own 
censorship. There can be, no 
serious question of the propriety. 
of the Government's . policy in 
this matter. On one, important 
point the trade and, :indixeetly, 
the public have ground for 
a modification | of 
present arrangements. ‘The 
obligation to submit films for 
censorship would be’ far less 
nd far less resented if 
it did not involve their despatch 
to Nanking and all the delays 
consequent thereon. This is not 
lely Shanghai's grievance, All 
audiences up-country, compiain- 
ing as they may do’ of belated 
opportunities to see films, shar 
in the annoyance of delay. ‘The 
chief victims are the distributors 
who are put to much avoidable 
expense by this official require- 
ment. It constitutes on their 
resources a drain which natural- 
ly affects the quality of. the 
rogrammes available for China, 
his means that an otherwise 
flourishing industry which con- 
tributes no small sum to China’s 
revenues is’ hamstrung by Gov- 
ernment action. During the 
Sino-Japanese trouble last year 































































the censorship was temporarily 
transferred to Shanghai and 
worked most smoothly. ‘There 





seems to be no valid reason 
therefore why the Censors 
should not be invited to 
establish their office in Greater 
Shanghai. It is certain that the 
trade would do all that it could 
to remove practical obstacles to 
such a course. 

As things stand now, a film 
distributor has to’ spend about 
$1,500 on the conveyance of 
films to and from Nanking, and 
arrangements connected ‘with 
the censorship before he can 
start releasing them in Shanghai 
or elsewhere in China, ‘The 
distributors are said to have 
offered to erect a ‘studio in 
Chinese territory in Shanghai 
in order to relieve the Govern- 
ment of any expense in that 
regard. Apart from the actual 
expenditure referred to above, 
the loss of time involved in the 
journey to and from Nanking 
is a serious consideration. Tt 
reduces the value of the film by 
delaying its first release here 
and so curtails its potential

Days of Despair and Disappoi 
of Kidnapped British Officers 


PATIENCE GAMES IN PRISON 


SPECIAL TO THE “NORTH-CHINA HERALD.” 


Bp coeeialgmaneament with the, three young officers of the 
Butterfield and Swire steamer, Nanchang, who were welcomed 
back to Shanghai on September 13 after the nerve-wracking ordeal 
‘of 163 days’ captivity in the hands of ruthless Manchoukuo marau- 
ders, the “North-China Herald” is able to publish their exclusive 
firstchand story of one of the most daring piracies perpetrated in 
‘Chinese waters. 

Extracts are given herewith of the actual diary, laboriously 
pencilled on cigarette packets and odd scraps of papers snatched 
from the decks of filthy pirate junks, in which the prisoners set 
down a vivid st. 
after being carried off from the Nanchang whi 
chwang Bar on March 29. 

“We just feel like schoolboys ready to break up for the holi- 
days, We are very thankful we were British subjects, because we 
Know we would never have got out if we had not been, and we 
feel most grateful to the authorities, especially the British’ Consul 
‘was how the escaped officers summed up their reaction in an inter- 
view on September 14. They are

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COASTAL SAILING ADVENTURE 


Experience in Twelve-Foot Undecked Boat from 
Chefoo to Weihaiwei 


By J. N. Duxeax 


‘An interesting experiment was 
puade this summer im coastal sail-

Collectors and Ushers Now 
in Jail 


Frost Our Own Conesroxnant 


Hankow, Sept. 8. 

‘The Shanghai Cinema Theatre 
situated in the S.A.D. No. 2. and 
Chinese owned, was closed for 
several days by order of the local 
Authorities on account of a fracas 
‘which occurred there on the evening 
lof August 30, when three minor 
loficials of the local Gendarmerie 
Headquarters were roughly handled 
lby the ticket collectors of the 
‘theatre. It appears that these three 
‘gentlemen arrived at the theatre for 
ithe 7 o'clock show, and according to 
‘the ticket collectors, tried to gain 
lentrance without paying, and refu 
jed to show their badges which ap- 
[parently would have been sufficient 
to give them admission, 

As they tried to force their way 
ny the collectors, assisted by some 
lof the ushers, forcibly ejected them, 
and a free fight started, With police 
interference, they were all taken to 
the police station, where tho three 
loficials told an entirely different 
‘story. 

‘They said that while one of their 
Jnumber was purchasing the tickets 
fat the box office, they attempted to 
make their way into the theatre, 
bat were stopped in a very abrupt 
manner by the collectors, ‘The one 
who purchased the tickets "then 
walked over and showed his ticket 
but instead of allowing them to 
pass, he was setzed and. badly 
beaten, before being thrown out into 
the street with his two companion:

‘which the careful man shuns owing 
to its Hongkew origin can be sup- 
plied at a minute's notice. For 
Chinese arriving on ferry boats, 
gakes, sweetmeats and fruits ean 
be produced for them.

Control Restored to An Old 
Clique 


By order of Gen. Huang Shai 
hhsuing, Minister of Interior. the 
Bubbling Well Temple has been put 
funder the control of an old Buddhist 
jelique known as “Jin Fan Chung 
Ling.” ‘The order, which has been 
Japproved by the Executive Yuan. 
settles a long . drawn-out dispute 
which involves enormous realty 
holdings. 

‘The order pointed out that the 
famous’ monastery was built by the 
Jih Fan Chung Ling cligue, but war 
‘abandoned, during the Taiping up- 
rising, The temple. subsequently 
‘was occupied by rivals known as the 
Ti Tu clique. 

‘The order further stated that a 
Ihighly respected abbot should be 
jelected under the auspices of the 
Shanghai Buddhist Association to 
govern the femple. All contracts 
Signed by. the former abbot, Tre 
Wen, will be cancelled. ‘The temple 
will ‘submit to the jurisdiction of 
the City Government of Greater 
[Shanghai and will be governed by 
the regulations for monasteries and 
temples promulgated by the Govern

Benefits of the Agreement 
Signed in London 


Mr. Tsuyee Pei, Manager of the 
Bank of China, who recently return- 
ed with Mr. 1. V. Soong” from a 
Visit to Europe and America as an 
‘expert to the Chinese delegation to. 
the Economic Conference, gave a 
talk on the silver. question to the 
Thembers of the China Institute of 
Iiternational Relations at the 
Bankers’ Club.

After several meetings and pri- 
‘ate talks among the various dele- 
gates, Mr, Pel said, there came an 
Sgreement, restricting sales of silver 
holding countries and securing the| 
promises of the governments of| 
River-producing countries to. pur 
chase certain amounts of silver, each| 
lyear. ‘This agreement was signed 
iy ail the countries represented on 
the "silver Committee, including 
China, Te was intended to stabilise 
the price of silver by controlling thel 
supply and demand. ‘The plan. will 
ome into effect on January 1 next 
ear, and will vun for four years. 

The part of the agreement that 
binds China, ‘Mr. Pei said, was that 
China should not sell. demonetiz 
Silver dollars in the world market.

Peace-making. Mir. Winston 
Churchill had not entered 
Parliament but had Jeft the 
‘Army. He went out to South 
‘Africa as the special corre: 
pondent of the “Morning Post. 
No-one in those days seemed to 
think that was a curious _pro- 
coeding for a cavalry office 
But then, except for the modest 
drive among the volunteers for 
recruits to the C.LV.s and other 
spasmodic efforts the War was 
looked upon as mainly the 
Army's concern—with some 
assistance from Scott's Naval 
Brigade round Ladysmith, Mr. 
Churchill was not popular. He 

captured after an Armoured 
Train disaster near Chievely 
where his fellow-sufferers, an 
Irish regiment (the Munster 
Fusiliers perhaps) were reyort- 
‘ed to have made caustic remarks 
‘on his gratuitous offers of 
leadership after the | smash-up 
occurred. And later his escape 
from Pretoria was effected in 
circumstances which were, the 
subject of comment in ‘Clubland 
for some time, Mr. Churchil 
like Mr. Lloyd, George, | ca 
through’ all right—a_ ‘circum- 
stance which should checr up 
Sir Oswald Mosley and Sir 
Stafford Cripps. 


In fact the South African War 
was very largely a party ques- 
tion. In “Peter's Mother” there 
is the right atmosphere. The 
angry old father—a lifelong 
Liberal—euts off all communica- 
tion with his son Peter who had 
run away from Bton to join his 
friends in a yeomanry corps in 
South Africa, Great Britain 
was not at all popular on the 
Continent or across the Atluntic. 
The fight was not unjustifiably 
regarded as unequal. Popular 
sympathy has always been on the 
side of David against Goliath. 
‘The Kaiser sent a famous tele- 
gram for which Queen Victoria 
rebuked him in her best style.

An hour spent in that part of 
Shanghai where the best is like the 
worst can bear many interpreta 
tions. “The globe-trotter’s mind 
jumps at once to bars, taverns and 
cabarets and the rest of Shangt 
much flaunted night life. But sup- 
ose it-be daylight just before noon, 
‘Well away from Broadway or those 
other places beloved of short-story 
writers. ‘Then it is possible to get a 
‘glimpse of the industrialisation pro- 
cess which is steadily pushing up 
the labouring “population of this 
world-city and raising problems of 
insistent urgency.
